Every now and then there is circu- 
lated from Wall street some amazing story of 
the sudden wealth and earning power of in- 
dividuals or corporations, but nothing that 
has been said matches what has been achieved 
by the General Motors Corporation. This 
year’s price range of the stock has been from 
1134 to 2253, with daily price movements of 
frequently’ 10 points or more. It is only 
necessary to go back to 1924 to find so little 
interest in the stock that the price range for 
the entire year was between 16} and 12}. 
Only ten years ago the gross earnings were 
less than $110,000,000, the sum to be paid out 
this year in dividends.

DENMARK AND THE GOLD STANDARD. 
As from the inning ef next year, the 
number of nations y on an effective gold 
standard will be joined by Denmark. From 
rts that have come to hand it would 
appear that the Danish authorities have de- 
cided upon a return to the gold standard in 
the form in which it functioned before the 
war; that is, with free convertibility of notes 
into gold, and, consequently, unhampered cir- 
culation of gold coins (says The Statist). 
There appears, however, to.be little danger 
of an excessive demand by Denmark for gold 
for coinage purposes. Gold was not, before 
the war, popular as a means of exchange, 
and the notes which at present. form the only 
circulating medium—apart from token coins 
of smaller denomination—are not expected to 
make way for gold coing to any appreciable 
extent. It would, however, be preferable to 
make assurance on this point doubly sure by 
restoring the gold standard in the form 
which has come to be known as the “ gold 
bullion standard.” In doing this, Denmark 
would but follow the example that has been 
set by well-nigh every country that has re- 
stored the gold standard since the end of the 
war.

EMPLOYMENT FOR WILLING 
WORKERS. 

Speaking at a meeting in Balbriggan to 
‘paugurate a local political Labour Party, 
Senator ‘Duffy said that they of the Labour 
Party held that it was the duty of any 
Government claiming to rule in the name of 
the people to see that every able-bodied man 
and woman who was prepared to give service 
to the community should have the means of 

viding decent food and clothing for their 
milies, a decent house to live in, and be 

e to provide decent education for their 
children. They also claimed for those 
veterans of the working class who were gone 
beyond their labour, for the blind, the in- 

m, and for widows and orphans, adequate 
They claimed for those who were 
to obtain work, 
reasonable rates of unemployment benefit. 
They. claimed that the agricultural workers 
sould be brought under the Unemployment 

is, and they also maintained that those 

ts should be extended to provide unem- 
ployment benefit for every man who was able 
and willing to work until such time as the 
Government finds work for him, or compels 
those who have the means to provide work 
for him! 

Mr. A. J. Cassidy, for the National Execu- 
tive of the Irish Labour Party, said that the 
labour Party had come to the conclusion 
that the best thing that could happen to this 
country ‘at the next general election was that 
the present Government should not be re- 
turned to power. (Hear, hear.) They be- 

eved that the Government had utterly failed 
in its duty towards the le of the country. 
Prior to the 1922 an 1823 elections they 
were told that once a Government was set 
up in Ireland the interests of the workers 
would be looked after. But on examining 
the condition of the workers at the present 
time they found that the workers under the 
present Government were in a much worse 
condition than had they remained under the 
British Government. e did not say that 
because he wanted the British back— because 
he did not—but because the workmen in 
England, Scotland, Wales and Northern Ire- 
‘and were far better off as regards unemploy- 
ment benefit. The Labour Party tried to 
impress upon the Government the necessity 
of amending the Unemployment Insurance 
Act, whereby everyone itimately unem- 
ployed would. be provided with a decent live- 
lihoed, and until such time as that was 
provided they should get continuous unem- 
»iqyment benefit; but the Government, with 
‘ts mechanical majority. turned that down. 

Moreover, the Labour Party believed that 
pensions should be granted, not alone to 
widows, but also to mothers whose husbands 
ire unable to work either through accident or 

health. They believe those people should 
he made a welcome charge, rather than a 
burden on the State. Legislation had been 
enacted in Britain in regard to widows’ pen- 

ns, but the Free State Government had not 
heen democratic in this or in other respects. 

Some people might say this was a poor 
country, but he put it to them that if a big 

ational emergency arose, such as civil war, 
the Government would be able to raise funds 
o meet that emergency. They in the Labour 
movement believed that. the present cnem- 
ployment crisis was one of the greatest

If he puts down his foot 
on the floor of a Parliament that has not yet 
heen constituted, and says that he and his 
Cabinet, by an irrevocable decision, will 
utterly refuse to pass any further temperance 
legislation, it does not appear to me that he 
is saying either a wise or 'a constitutional 


thing.

THE PIONEER MOVEMENT. 

All. parts of the Theatre Royal, Dublin, 
were filled yesterday, when the annual meet- 
ing was held of the adult members of the 
Pioneer Total Abstinence Association.

DIRECTOR'S STATEMENT. 

The Rev. J. Flinn, 8.J., Spiritual Director 
of the Association, in dealing with its pro- 
gress during the past year, said that in 
connection with the juvenile work of the 
Pioneers there should no wholesale enrol- 
ling of little children, of whole schools, ui all 
the confirmed children of a parish. If that 
was done, it would defeat its purpose. Only 
those should be enrolled who knew what they 
were doing, and meant to be true to it to 
the end. The great bulk of the Pioneers were 
solid and faithful, but there were in their 
ranks some who should not have been 
admitted, and some who should have left 
when they became faithless. It should be 
the aim of every Pioneer to rid the ranks of 
every fraud and sham. | 

The best centres in the country were not 
necessarily these with the biggest member- 
ships, but those in which the rules were best 
understood and where the Pioneers were 
animated by the true Pioneer spirit for the 
sake of others and for the sake of the Sacred 
Heart. The best centre was that which con- 
centrated upon the genuineness of its mem- 
bers rather than upon the extent of its 
memberships. 

PIONEER ADDRESS. 

The Rev, Father P. J. Halpin, 8.J., 
delivered the Pioneer address. The work that 
they were doing would have its eternal re- 
ward apart from w earthly advantage that 
might come from it. They were waging a 
fight against the forces of hell, which had 
sworn the ruin and destruction to souls. Thev 
were fighting to break the chains that held 
the victims of intemperance, and to preserve 
those who were temperate from coming under 
the influence of strong drink. Too long had 
Ireland been scourged by habits of excessive 
dy.nking, and precious sums of money that 
the country needed had been squandered in 
exvessive drinking while children shivered in 
rags and starved with hunger. The army of 
over 400,000 Pioneers would carry on until 
drunkenness in Ireland would be but a sad 
memory , 

The Rev. Father Aloysius, O.8.F.C., in 
moving a vote of thanks to Father Halpin, 
also congratulated Father Flinn on the pro- 
gress of the movement. He referred also to 
the death of Mr. Joseph Mooney, who, he 
said, was an idealist, and an example in the 
business life of Dublin.

£10,000 SET APART BY THE 
COMMISSIONERS. 


The Dublin Borough Commirsioners, at 
their meeting last Saturday, adopted a report 
of Dr. Dwyer, submitting a scheme for the 
provision of further grants from local funds 
to persons and public utility societies erecting 
and reconstructing houses under the provisions 
of the Housing Acts, 1925 and 1926. Dr. 
Dwyer recommended that £10,000 be set.

be made by the Commissioners, not exceeding

BELFAST MAILS.

RECITAL AT THEATRE ROYAL. 


Having only recently completed a very 
successíul tour through the Irish Free State, 
the No. 1 Army Band, under the conductor- 
shin of Colonel Fritz Brase, gave its first 
recital of the season in the Theatre Royal last 
night. There have often been bigger andi- 
ences at these recitals than was the case 
vesterday. That was rather a pity, as the 
programme was of a most interesting 
character. As a tribute to the memory. of 
Beethoven, the centenary of whose death 
occurs during the present season, the first half 
of the programme was made up of works by 
that great master. They ineluded the 
““ Fidelio’’ Overture, Opus 72; the *‘ Leonore”’ 
Overture, No. 1, Opus 138—as distinct from 
the No. ó, more familiar to concert patrons— 
and the No. 5 Symphony in C minor. Per- 
haps the most widely-known of symphonies, 
this last-named was the most enjoyable per- 
formance of the night. One marvelled at the 
manner in which Colonel Fritz Brase, without 
the use of strings, caught the characteristic 
Reethoven effects. The andante movement, 
for instante, was beautifully introduced, and 
one felt the rich pulsating enords. The inter- 
weaving of the wood-wind instruments was 
striking, but not less so than the deep beau- 
tiful resonance of the perfectly modulated 
brass. The scherzo movement was a delightfui 
piece of execution. 

The same wonderful interpretation marked 
the “ Fidelio’’ and ‘‘Leonore” Overtures. 
In this section of the programme Mr. T. W. 
Hall sang Beethoven s “ Adelaide,” and, 
later, a number of other songs, ineluding 
Tschaikowsky’s ‘‘ Benediction ’’ and Covwen’s 
‘‘Onaway, Awake, Beloved.’’ In the latter 
half of the recital the band played some pieces 
new to Dublin folk. An overture “To an 
lrish Comedy,” by Ansell, revealed a peculiar 
mediev, or rather suggestions, of well-known 
Irish airs. It was played with that character- 
istic toxch which marks the band’s treatment 
of Irish airs..

NORTHERN EDUCATION 
MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 
Yiscount Charlemont, Minister of Ldncátion 
for Northern Ireland, speaking at Larne, said 
that since the Ministry of Education started 
operations there was a gradual improvement 
iu the standard of secondary education 
In one respect, at 
least, there was a decided improvement, and 
that since the Ministry came into existence 
the number ef quaitfied secondary teachers 
possessing an honours university degree had 
almost trebled. That was a most important 
matter, for education, secondary or primary, 
rested almost wholly in the final issues on the 
teechers themselves. He deplored, however, 
the extreme difliculty of obtaining native 
qualified teachers, for, while there was uo 
lack of excellent women teachers who had 
been educated here, it was becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to secure Northern Ireland men 
teachers for secondary schools. The problem 
was difficult of solution, but he was afraid 
that until it was solved secondary schools 
would be hampered in their working. If a 
was to derive the full benefit of the 
secondary education system he should enter 
the secondary school as early as possible, and 
in any case not later than at thirteen years ol 
age. Yet, all over the country they found 
boys of fifteen being taken from elementary 
schools and entered at secondary schools, He 
was afraid that such boys were hound to be 
backward in the subjects in which secondary 
education specialised, and could not help 
being uneonscious stumbling blecks to 

teachers and class-mates, 


DUBLIN EVICTIONS 
SEQUEL. 


UNION AUTHORITIES AND A | 
COURT ORDER. 

An echo of a recent case of evictions 
from the houses, 15 and 17 North Cumber- 
land street, Dublin, was heard at the sitting 
of the Dublin District Court last Saturday, 
when Mr Cussen, D.J.; referred to the case, 
and said that there had been a deliberate 
refusal by theDublin Union authorities 
to obey an order of the Court. 

Addressing Mr. Burke, solicitor to the Cor- 
oration, Me, Cussen said that in this case 
ve made an order that the tenants of the 
houses concerned should be admitted to the 
Dublin Union, but ‘“‘not as paupers. 

These were the words of the statute. 

Since then he had received a letter on he- 
half of the tenants from the Trades Hall, 
Capel street, dated the 12th inst., which 
pointed out that he had made an order that, 
these houses being unfit for habitation, the 
dispossessed tenants, failing to get other ac- 
¢ommodation, would be provided for in the 
anion, “' not as paupers, but as citizens,’’ and 
that it was the right of these people to be 
taken into the union and housed with reagon- 
able comfort. The tenants, being onable to 
secure other rooms, went to the union, where 
they were told to get an ordinary pauper ad- 
missior order. They would have t& wear 
panpers’ clothes, would be allowed out only 
once a month, and would have to follow the 
rules of the union as applied to paupers, The 
officials told them that he (the justice) had 
no authority. ¢ ey 

The action of the union authorities, com- 
mented the justice, was a deliberate refusal 
to obey the order of the Court. Addressing 
some of the tenants who were in court, he 
said that it was a serious matter, and advised 


them to see a solicitor.

The second 
condition is that the national arbitration 
authority, to which disputes in the dis- 
tricts may be referred, shall remain in 
being for only six months. This clause is 
of great importance. It will encourage the 
miners to make the most of their imme- 
diate opportunities ; for when the national 
tribunal ceases to exist they will have 
nobody to help them. The Miners’ 
Federation probably will continue to main- 
tain its national identity, but its power 
Lenceforward will be almost negligible.

One of the most shocking crimes on 
record was brought home to its perpetrator 
last Saturday, when the longest trial that 
the Irish Free State has seen ended with 
the conviction of Henry McCabe for the 
murder of the inmates of La Mancha, 
Malahide.. Last March La Mancha was 
fourid in flames, and in the ruins were dis- 
covered the charred remains of the four 
brothers and sisters who occupied 
the place, and of their two servants, 
When McCabe, the gardener, was arrested 
suspicion hung darkly about him; yet, 
doubtless, he hoped to escape conviction 
through absence of conclusive evidence. 
Like other criminals, he reckoned without 
the stringent efficiency of the protectors of 
the peace. The Civic Guard—with 
thoroughness and skill that are of the 
highest credit to so young a force—traced 
in the ashes the murderer’s progress, and, 
by dint of taking some eighty sworn state- 
ments, narrowed the possibility of guilt 
down to the unhappy man whom Mr. 
Justice O'Byrne, on Saturday, condemned 
to death.

Organ-grindets. 


Since the Great War the Italian organ- 
grinder, with his monkey, has ceased to be 
a familiar figure in the streets.

We would prefer to believe 
that the progress of resurgent Italy had 
called her children home, and that the 
organ-grinders now -turn their handles 
merrily by the banks of the Tiber and in 
the valley of the Po.

NORTH-EAST PASSAGE OF 
i COMMERCE. 


(BY L. E. H).) 

WINNIPEG, MANITOBA, November lat. 

The year 1927 may see the completion of 
the Hudson Bay Railroad, which “will link up 
the railroad systems of the great grain- 
producing belt of Western Canada with the 
most direct and cheapest possible route to 
the markets of Europe. The driving of the 
last spike should mark the beginning of a 
new commercial era for Canada, and should 
realise the dreams of those * far-sighted 
Westerners who, since the beginning of the 
line nearly forty years ago, have agitated con 
stantly for its completion. 

The line, when finished, will run from Port 
Nelson, on Hudson Bay, and will join up 
with the main Canadian National Railway 
system at Hudson Bay junction, Saskat- 
chewan. The whole distance has been graded 
and bedded, and but two bridges remain to 
be built and less. than one hundred miles of 
line to be laid. So far the work has cost ever 
twenty million dollars, and it is probable that 
the completion of the line and terminals will 
cost at least another fifteen million dollars. 


‘The line has been in operation over a distance 


of two hundred and fourteen miles for some 
The opening up of this new trade 
artery is of more than commercial interest to 
Canada — it will make Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan maritime provinces. 

Of course, the project has had, and still 
has many opponents. There are some 

ssimists who declare that the line never can 
be run at a profit; that navigation in the Bay 
will be open for tco short a period every year 
to enable the line to operate to advantage; 
that the huge masses of ice which come down 
from the Arctic inlet and drift about the Bay 
make navigation dangerous, that the 
proximity of the magnetic North makes it 
On the other hand, we have the 
fact that the Hudson Bay Company's sailing 
boats have navigated the Bay and Straits in 
safety during the past 150 years, for a period 
beginning about the middle of July and 
closing towards the end of October in every 
year. Further, it is held by many authorities 
that, with specially constructed steamers and 
by the use of ice-breakers, this period could 
be extended. 

It is interesting to note that from Winnipeg 
the distance to Liverpool via the Hudson Bay 
route is over 500 miles shorter than that ria 
Montreal, and from Edmonton, Alberta, the 
route is almost 1,000 miles shorter. Not only 
will the opening of this northern route be of 
enormous advantage to the grain-zgrowers and 
producers of Canada in general: it may also 
stimulate work on the vast coal deposits of 
the West, which hitherto have been handi- 
capped, so far as export to Europe is con- 
cerned, by high railroad freightage. Further- 
more, the line, when in full operation, should 
help to open up the rich mineral fields in 
Northern Manitoba and Saskatchewan. It 
remains to be said that, if 1927 is to see the 
last link forged in this new chain of com- 
merce, an early start next spring, great 
energy and the whole-hearted support of 
Ottawa and the Canadian people are essential.

The difficulty is to make the 
operation complete; but with modern 
methods of surgery, and in certain situa- 
tions, a large proportion of successes may 
be expected. e John Hopkins Hospital 
records for 25 years show 75 per cent. of 
cures by operation in early cases of cancer 
of the breast. Nowadays a fair proportion 
of successes attend operative removal of 
cancer of the stomach, intestine and rectum. 
We have, however, nearly reached the limits 
to which surgery alone can go.” 

Much had been written of the advantages 
of combining surgical removal with radiation. 
Previous radiation might make it possible to 
remove a growth, whichg when first seen 
was quite inoperable; and _ post-operative 
radiation might reduce the frequency of re- 
currence by destroying outlying cancer cells 
left behind at the®eperation, or by increasing 
the resistance of the normal cells of the 
tissues. 

A SPECIAL DEPARTMENT. 

At the Royal City of Dublin Hospital they 
had started a special department for the 
treatment and inyestigation of cancer. They 
hal taken. over a Deep X-ray installation 
from the Coombe Hospital, and were 
enlarging the hospital and setting aside 
special wards for cancer patients. It was 
hoped before long to enlarge the scope of the 
hospital. to embrace investigation of other 
methods of treatment. 

Dr. Stoney concluded with a note of warn- 
ing in reward to the diagnosis of cancer. 
“Do not be satisfied,” he said, “to 
diagnose cancer in its later stages, or you 
will condemn to death many whose lives 
might have heen saved.” 

The descriptions of the text books, as & 
rule, are those of advanced = rather 
than early cases, and if you wait until the 
case corresponds to. the classical description 
of the text books, you will wait till the case’ 
is far advanced Aah | the chances of successful 
removal are small, . The . case. must be 
diagnosed garly. If you are not capable of 
doing this, then you must call in the assist- 
ance of ‘someone Who has more experience 
than yourself. If this does not resolve the 
doubt, then the assistance of the microscope 
must be invoked. hg 

"On no account, where there is a suspicion 
of cancer anywhere in the body, should the 
patient be put off and told to return in a 
month, or a week, or even less. How often 
does one hear it said during an operation for 
cancer: ' Well, of course, 1 had my suspicions 
of it for some time, but there was nothing to 
make the diagnosis certain.’ ” 

THE QUESTION OF AGE. 

Professor Andrew Fullerton, ¥.R.C.8.I., 
proposing a vote of thanks to Dr. Stoney, 
said that he would not presume to criticise 
his paper, but would illustrate what he had 
said by a few cases which had come to his 
own notice. With regard to the question of 
age, there were instances of the disease in 
earlier years than the age mentioned by the 
lecturer, and there were some striking in 
stances of cancer in families. 

Recurrence after long periods seemed to 
suggest that there was some factor at work 
in the healthy tissues which tended tospread 
malignant tumours. Until they knew more 
the knife was the best weapon that they 
sossessed. He had not known one case of 
lead treatment where the patient had re- 
covered. 

THE EDUCATION OF THE PUBLIC. 

Professor T. G. Moorhead, in seconding 
the vote of thanks to Dr. Stoney, referred 
to the importance of educating the public 
concerning the early symptoins of cancer. 
He stated that many members of the medi- 
cal profession were greatly opposed to any 
public campaign concerning health matters, 
owing to their fear of causing alarm in the 
public mind, and also owing to the deep- 
rooted instinct against any apparent adver- 
tising on the part of the profession, He 
himself was opposed to lurid articles in the 
Press, and to the dissemination of highly 
coloured EOIS of organs suffering from 
disease. Further, he was opposed to articles 
appearing in the Press signed by individual 
medical men. Nevertheless, he felt that a 
campaign could be conducted on the follow- 
ng lines. He suggested that the Medical 
Colleges and the Medical Schools of the 
Universities, either singly or combined, 
should select a group of individuals, who in 
turn would contribute simple homaly articles 
of a non-alarming character to the Press, 
pointing out what symptoms should lead a 
patient to at once consult a doctor. In 
other countries this was being done with 
considerable success, and in addition special 
cancer clinics had been opened, lectures were 
heing given, and lenflets distributed. For 
the present, however, he thought that a 
simple Press campaign would be sufficient 
for this country, aided by a special appeal 
to medical men to be themselves alwavs on 
the look out for the earliest signs of 
malignant growths. 
As regards treatment, surgical treatment 
pe ~ only one to give really good results, 
= then only when patients came early. The 
obyect of the campaign he suggested was to 
induce patients to come early to a surgeon. 
For advanced cases, in whom operation was 
impossible, deep X rays and other means 
might be tried, but he felt that much harm 
would be done if either the public or the 
profession began to think that X ray treat- 
ment was in any way a substitute for 
surgery. His own personal experience of 
deep X rays had been far from satisfactory, 
and he went so far as to say that it not in- 
frequently did more harm than good. This 
had been the experience also in many medi- 
cal centres in America, However, there was 
hope that further experience would lead to 
an advance whereby the harmful effects 
would be eliminated and the beneficial ef- 
fects increased. That this advance should 
come from the Dublin School of Medicine 
was his sincerest wish. 

The vote of thanks was passed. 


THE DANGER OF DELAY. 

Dr, L. G, Gunn, F.RB.C.S.I., proposed 
that the Dublin University Biological Asso- 
ciation 1s worthy of the support of all 
students of medicine and other sciences of 
the University. 

Dr. W. Doolin, F.R.C.S.I., who seconded 
the motion, said that surgery could not be 
expected to cure cancer in the vast majority 
of patients as they saw them in their 
hospitals. The most that they could hope for 
was a prolongation of life and the ameliora- 
tion of ened Notwithstanding the 
failure of certainty of cure in the individual 
case, the terrible bill of mortality could be, 
and should be, reduced, but through a wider 
recourse to surgical treatment. In ten cut of 
eleven cases the tragic pity and blame for 
delay lay at the patient’s own door. He 
agreed that a publicity campaign of cancer 
facts as they knew them was urgently 
needed in this city to-day. In most cases of 
breast cancer, and in many cases of other 
forms, there came the stage when operation, 
instead of prolonging life and alevating 
suffering, served to accelerate death, with 
increased suffering. He had no hesitation in 
telling patients in such an advanced stage 
that they were better without an operation, 
because at this stage an operation did not 
cure and brought surgery into disrepute, and 
possibly prevented other patients who were 
amenable to treatment from coming for treat- 
ment. The moral was that surgery could not 
be ted to perform miracles, ir

‘Question.—Can any standard agreement be 
made for (a) more, (b) less than three 
years ! 

Answer.—(a) Yes. {b) No. 

Question.— Can the independent chairman 
of the district determine the duration 
of a district agreement ? 

Answer.—No, unless the parties so agree. 
Clause 5 (e) : Subsistence Wages. 
Question.—Can the owners in the district 
he compelled to pay the subsistence 
wages prevailing in April last up to the 

end of January ? 

Answer.—if they do not pay these rates, 
the men can appeal to the national 
tribunal, who has power to award them. 
Clause 6.—Acecess to National Arbitral 

Authority. 

Question.—In the event of failure to make 
an agreement in a district which con- 
forms to the conditions of a standard 
agreement, how can either side secure 
aceess to the national arbitral authority ? 

Answer.—By making a provisional agree- 
ment under protest, resuming work, and 
lodging an appeal. 

Clause 5 (a).—Powers of Independent 
Chairman of District Board. 
Question,— What are the powers of an _inde- 
pendent chairman of a district board ? 
Answer.—The independent chairman has 
such powers as the parties to the agree- 
ment give him. Except by arrangement 
between the owners and men in any 
district, the independent chairman has 
no power to determine the terms of the 
agreement itself, whether as to hours, 
ratios, or minimum percentage. To 
fulfil the conditions of a standard agree- 
ment the independent chairman must be 
given power to decide (a) any of the 
matters: which he had power to decide 
under the agreements of 1921 and 1924; 
and (b) any variation of the 1924 

accountancy principles. 

Clause 2.—Application of Terms. 
Question.—Does Clause 2 apply to all col- 
lieries, associated or non-associated ? 
Answer.— The Government's information is

Although there was a slight abatement 
late on Saturday might and yesterday 
morning of the heavy rains which have 
fallen almost incessantly since Friday and 
created such widespread havoc at Owm, 
near Ebbw Vale, where a landslide of huge 
proportions is taking place, the situation 
continues to cause sérious alarm. There 
seems little chance of an early cessation of 
the movement of the mountain, and signs 
of further slides are appearing higher up 
the valley. . 

On Saturday evening there was a dis- 
turbing development when the river, which 
is gradually being forced from its original 
channel, showed signs of making a new 
course for itself on the main road leading 
from Ebbw Vale to Newport. This neces- 
sitated the adoption of drastic measures, 
and later in the evening the river wall, a 
hugh concrete structure, and the retaining 
wall of the new school, into the precincts 
of which the water had advanced, were 
blown up. There was a terrific roar as the 
two walls collapsed. 

ENORMOUS DAMAGE. 

The effect of this action was to save for 
the time being the main road and the 
houses on the west side of Marine street, 
but made the position of the new schools 
more precarious than ever, the flood water 
pouring through the buildings in still 
greater volume. The occupants of about 
forty houses in the neighbourhood have 
been removed, and: what effects could not 
be taken with them were placed in upper 
rooms. Seven houses known as Duffryn 
Villas are completely isolated. 

Yesterday engineering experts visited 
the scene of the disaster, and reports will 
be. presented to local authorities in due 
course. Estimates of the damage and of 
the repair work which will be involved 
already run into six figures. The position 
is viewed by engineering experts with 
grave concern, and unless the movement of 
the mountain is stopped enormous damage 
may result. 

While assisting in the demolition of one 
of the walls a man fell into the water and 
was rescued with considerable difficulty.

MORE TALK ABOUT A 
FOREIGN LOAN. 


From “ Tug Times’’ CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Sunday. 

A great deal of interest has been 
aroused by the talk which M. Poincaré 
had yesterday with Mr. Reginald 
McKenna and Lord Charles Montagu. It 
is generally assumed that they discussed 
the stabilisation of the franc. 

The rumour that a foreign loan was 
discussed, although it has apparently no 
foundation, shows that the public is still 
interested in the idea of foreign credits. 

Several writers on finance have pointed 
out recently that the large stock of foreign 
currency which the Treasury has accumu- 
lated during the past six months, and 
which is regarded by many as a safeguard 
against a fresh fall of the franc, is derived 
entirely from the sales of foreign 
speculators who have been buying francs. 
If these same speculators care to throw 
their francs on the market again, the 
Treasury will have to use its dollars and 
sterling to buy them back if the rate of 
the franc is not to fall. 

Looked at in this way, the Treasury's 
stock of foreign currency is nothing more 
than a loan “at sight,” with which it 
may have to part at any moment, This, 
the critics point out, is not the stand-by 
which is required to secure the stability 
of the franc, particularly if there is a 
slump in business and Revenue receipts 
begin to fall off. 

In such circumstances the rate of ‘the 
frano could only be maintained if the 
Bank of France had the support of the 
principal foreign banks of issue or if the 
Government securéd a long term loan.

AN ALL. DAY QUEUE IN

THE ALLIES AND | 
- GERMANY. 


ANXIOUS TO HASTEN 
NISARMAMENT. 


From ‘Tar TIMES ' CORRESPONDENT,. 


PARIS, Sunday. 

A very complete exchange of views be- 
tween the Allied Governments on the sub- 
ject of German disarmament has taken 
place during the past week. In addition 
to the conference which M. Briand had 
with Lord Crewe, the British Ambassador, 
previous to which he had seen Herr von 
Hoesch, the German Ambassador, and 
General Walch, the head. of the Inter- 
Allied Military Commission of Control, 
M. Briand had a long interview on Friday 
with M. Vandervelde, the Belgian Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, who had come for the 
purpose from Brussels. These meetings 
enabled the three Governments to review 
the question again and reaffirm their com- 
plete agreement. 

All three Governments are equally 
anxious that German disarmament should 
be completed as soon as posgible so that 
the Commission of Control can be with- 
drawn. This would be a positive sign that 
the Allies have confidence in Germany's 
good-will. But there are several points 
still outstanding, on which Germany has 
not yet fully complied with the Allies’ de- 
mands. They are not numerous, and in 
some cases the German delinquéncies hang 
merely on the interpretation of a phrase, 
but they are sufficient to arouse misgivihes 
on the part of France, which is the 
country principally concerned. 

The German Government has now ex- 
pressed a desire to settle the points which 
remain in dispute, so that the decision to 
withdraw the Commission of Control can 
be taken before December 6, the date on 
which the Council of the League of 
Nations holds its next meeting. It has 
given proof of its good intentions by send- 
ing Dr. Forster, a specialist on disarma- 
ment questions, to Paris to hasten the 
settlement. In these éireumstances one 
may hope for the best.—(Per Press As- 
sociation, Copyright.)

THE VERDICT. 

The jury retired at 8.15 p.m. and re-

Asked by the Clerk of the Peace if he

His Lordship then assumed the black 
cap, and sentenced the prisoner to be 
hanged on Thursday, the 9th of December. 

LEAVE TO APPEAL REFUSED. 

When the prisoner had removed, 

Mr. Lynn asked for a certificate oí leave 
to appeal on the grounds:—(1) Of the ad- 
mission in evidence of statements made by 
the prisoner when he was détained in the 
Civic Guard Station at Malahide before he 
was charged with murder; and (2) failure 
of the Judge to direct the jury on the fact 
that the evidence against the prisoner was 
given in respect of a number of offences, and 
that the jurors were not warned that they 
ought to segregate the evidence which par- 
ticularly related to the offence with which 
he was charged from the evidence in respect 
of the other charges not proceeded with.

CLOSED. 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
OUTBREAK,

FIVE HUNDRED BOYS 
SENT HOME.

Alarm was created on Saturday by the 
news that one of England’s famous public 
schools, Uppingham, had been closed, and 
the boys, five hundred in number, sent 
home, owing to an outbreak of infantile 
paralysis. One pupil, it was learned, had 
died, and another, who developed 
symptoms, had been removed to the 
school sanatorium. These are the only 
casés, but infantile paralysis has been 
causing havoc in the Eastern part of Rut- 
land. 

It is stated that the boy who died and 
the boy who is ill lived in different houses 
and worked in different forms, so that 
there could be no question of their infect- 
ing each other. The boy who is ill is 
reported to have passed the period of 
crisis, and is said to be going along satis- 
factorily. 


HEADMASTER’S STATE-

NO GROUND FOR ALARM. 

The Headmaster, the Rev. Reginald Herbert 
Owen, in a statement said :—'' There is no 
ground for any alarmist statements, These 
are the tacts— There have been two cases, of 
which one, unfortunately, has proved fatal. 
As a precautionary measure the Headmaster 
sent the boys home to take part of their 
Christmas holidays. The schoo reassembles 
on Monday, November 29th.” 

MEDICAL EXPERT ON THE SCENE. 

It is hoped and believed that by the time 
the boys return all risk of infection will have 
been removed. The cases at the school were 
notified to the Ministry of Health, and Dr. 
McNalty, an expert in the disease, was sent 
down to consult with the school medical 
officer. The headmaster emphasises the fact 
that there is nothing in the nature of an 
epidemic in the schools. , 

From local residents it was learned that it 
was exactly fifty years ago this November 
that Edward Thring, the celebrated Head- 
master of Uppingham School, who. raised its 
status from a grammar school to thet of one of 
the best of English public schools,took a rather 
remarkable attitude with regard to an out- 
break of typhoid fever which had arisen in 
the town. The local authorities could not be 
induced to put the sanitary conditions into 
erder, and in November, 1876, Thring closed 
the school for two months. When it re- 
assembled early in January, 1877, it was 
found that the local authorities had still done 
nothing to alleviate the situation, and Thring 
moved the school to Borth, a little village 
near Aberystwyth, which became known Ío- 
cally as Uppingham by the Sea. At that 
time there were three hundred boys at 
Uppingham, and the school did not return 
until May, 1877. During the time that the 
school was away Thring appealed to the 
central authority in London, and they de- 
cided that the local sanitary authority must 
attend to the work of drainage, or they 
would send down and do the work and 
charge the cost to the parish. The local 
authority, however, did not take action until 
their own chairman died from typhoid. 
They then undertook the cleansing of the 
town and the remaking of the sewer. 

When the school returned the horses were 
unyoked from the coaches outside the town, 
and the freight of schoolboys was hauled by 
the hands of the townsmen up the street 
under triumphal arches of greenery. An ad- 
dress of sympathy was presented to the 
Headmaster and the staff on behalf of the 


town, 
GREAT SPORTSMEN. 

Uppingham School has always been re- 
nowned for producing giants at sport. Among 
the great sportsmen are Á. P. F. Chapman,. 
the English test team captain this year, and 
in 1 the school provided no fewer than 
five Cantabs in the University cricket match, 
including W. 8. Patterson, A. Pé Lucas, D. 
Q. Steel, H. T. Luddington, and 8. S. 
Schultz. Another test team captain pro- 
duced by Uppingham was H. H. Stephenson. 

The school at Uppingham is divided into 
thirteen houses, and the closing on Saturday 
was partly due to the disorganisation in the 
shutting off of an individual house. Had the 
school beén worked ae an entity it might 
have been possible to have carried. ón.

viously he had been Fellow znd Tutor, end 
Dean of Worcester College, Oxford. 

NO CASES IN THE TOWN. 

Dr. W. Dunn, the medical officer, stated 
last night that the first case at the sclool 
occurred a week ago, and it proved fatal on 
the following morning. The other case 
occurred on Friday morning, and the patient 
was going on satisfactorily. There are no 
cases of the malady in Uppingham town it- 
self, nor have any been rep from the 
immediate neighbourhood.
